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IS THE NEGRO PASSING? 


Figures made public by the Bureau 
of Census giving the population of the 
United States by races are exceeding­ 
ly interesting to the 
whole 
country 
and especially to the people of the 
South. 
They show some very remark­ 
able developments which cannot fail 
to arrest the attention of all thinking 
men and women. 
It would take 
some 
time to fully 
analyze and digest these figures and 
their implications; but the most strik­ 
ing thing which a casual examination 
reveals is the fact that in the decade 
from 1910 to 1920 the white popula­ 
tion of the states of Delaware, Mary­ 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, South 
Carolina, 
Georgia, 
Florida, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, 
Ala­ 
bama, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, 
Louis­ 
iana, Oklahoma, Texas and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, listed by the Census 
Bureau as "the South,” showed an in­ 
crease from 20,457,420 to 24,133,527, 
or a net gain of 3,586,107 whites. The 
negro population of the states named 
increased during the decade only 162,- 
832. 
The gain 
in white 
population 
was, therefore, 22 times as great as 
the gain in negro population; in other 
words, for every negro added to the 
South’s population in the decade, 22 
white persons were added. 
For the south this is a development 
the importance of which and the pos­ 
sibilities of which, if continued, are 
tremendous. 
Scarcely less striking is 
the fact, revealed by the census fig­ 
ures for the country as a whole, that 
the total gain 
in negro 
population 
during the past decade has been only 
535,250. 
To comprehend the mean­ 
ing of so slight an increase in negro 
population during the past ten years it 
is necessary to point out the manner in 
which the negro population has in­ 
creased in the United States by de­ 
cades during the past hundred years. 
In 1810 the total negro population 
in the United States was 1,377,808; in 
1820 it was 1,771,656; in 1830 it was 
2,328,642; in 1840 it was 2,873,648; in 
1850 it was 3,638,808; in 1860 it was 
4,441,830; in 1870 it was 4,880,009— 
but the census of 1870 was notorious­ 
ly inaccurate; in 1880 it was 6,580,- 
793; in 1890 it was 7,488,696; in 1900 
it was 8,833,994; in 1910 it was 9,- 
827,763; in 1920 it was 10,463,013. 
Perhaps it will be a convenience to 
those who wish to study these figures 
to list the increase in negro popula­ 
tion by decades as in the following 
table:

Thus it will be seen that the total 
negro population of the country dur­ 
ing the past ten years increased only 
a little more than half as much as in 
the previous decade and that the in­ 
crease between 
1890-1900 
was two 


1910-1920. 
There has been a rapid 
and progressive decline in the rate of 
increase in the past thirty years and 
with a total negro population of more ' 
than 10,000,000 the actual increase 
has been 
less than 
it was between 
1830-1840 when the total negro popu­ 
lation was less than three million. 
It would 
be 
impracticable to at­ 
tempt at this time to make any expla­ 
nation of this swift and notable fall­ 
ing off in the rate of increase among 
the negroes in America during a per­ 
iod when there has been a still more 
swift and notable gain in the rate of 
increase among the whites. It is high­ 
ly significant, however, that this de­ 
cline should have been practically co­ 
incident with the movement of the 
negro from the land and that it has 
been most noticeable in the past de­ 
cade when the attempt to utilize the 
negro in industrial work has been con­ 
ducted on a scale so conspicuous as to 
have resulted in the removal of up­ 
wards of half a million negroes from 
the South to the North and West dur­ 
ing a single decade. 
Is the negro in America dying out? 
The theory 
has 
been 
advanced by 
more than one student in recent years. 
The census figures just published give 
point to the inquiry.

SOUTH AMERICA AND THE 
LEAGUE. 


Pittsburgh Post. 


The story from Washington that all 
South America is about to withdraw 
from the League of Nations simply re­ 


fers us back to the time when ail South 
America was reported to be at one 
with the republican irreconcilables of 
this country against entering the as­ 
sociation. 
But, to the chargin of the 
Borahs and Lodges, one after one en­ 
tered the League. 
Next the break-up 
of the association was seen when Ar­ 
gentina attempted to withdraw in a 
pout. 
As might have been expected, 
however, the great members {hat had 
been through the war did not permit a 
small neutral to sweep aside all the 
work for world peace. 
Not only did 
not a single other member follow the 
example set by Argentina, but the lat­ 
ter herself has not fully withdrawn. 
Then there is another thing to be 
taken into consideration. If thevSouth 
American republics 
are 
thinking of 
withdrawing from the League would 
not they first take up the matter with 
the association itself— would not the 
stories on the subject emanate rather 
from their capitals or Geneva than 
from Washington? 
After the way the South American 
republics 
ignored 
the 
"irreconcila­ 
bles” of the United States when they 
entered the League, they are not likely 
to pay much more attention to them 
now. 
In addition to these considera­ 
tions there is the fact that the South 
Americans generally have a pride in 
asserting that 
they 
have 
minds of 
their 
own. 
Having 
entered 
the 
League in accordance with their own 
best judgment against the propagan­ 
da of the American foes of the Treaty 
of Versailles the 
great 
majority of 
them are likely to remain in it. 
By this time 
ordinary 
intelfigenc 
ought to bring everybody to the re­ 
cognition that an association of more 
than 50 nations, formed in the high­ 
est hopes of the world against war 
after one of the most destructive con­ 
flicts in history, is not 
going 
to be 
brushed aside lightly by a compara­ 
tively few dissenters.

turing and exhibition buildings

Under 
this 
arrangements, 
through cooperative buying of ma­ 
terials, lower cost of 
floor 
space 
and other economies, the manufac­ 
turers claim the cost of women’s 
apparel will be considerably reduc­ 
ed. 
~ 
The new garment center—erect­ 
ed by a cooperative movement 
to 
improve manufacturing conditions 
in tho industry—is located several 
blocks south of Times Square 
in 
Seventh avenue. It consists of two 
towering skyscrapers covering two 
city blocks, which represent an in­ 
vestment. of $20,000,000. 
Fifty-eight separate manufactur­ 
ing concerns with upward 
of 
20,- 
000 
employes are 
concentrating 
their factories 
in these buildings. 
Practically all of these firms 
are 
from the Madison Square and Lowr- 
er Fifth avenue district, wrhere the 
garment industry 
was 
formerly 
scattered in numerous buildings. 
The new building, which is one 
of architectual beauty has been in 
course 
of 
erection 
for 
many 
months, there being more than 1,- 
600 workmen employed in its con­ 
struction. 
All of the “sweatshop” arrange­ 
ments of the past have been com­ 
pletely eliminated and instead 
ev­ 
ery factory is equipped with 
most modern appliances and 
ventilation system is one 
of 
finest in the world. 
Provision has been made for 
welfare of employes 
by

equipped club house on the top of 
one of the skyscrapers.

THR0U6H EARLY PLOUGHING 


(By W. T. Angle, County Agent.) 
Every wheat 
grower 
who has 
made close observation of his early 
plowed wheat ground and contrast­ 
ed the yields with that of late plow­ 
ing has found that the early plow­ 
ing pays, and iii most years pays 
big. 
Experiments run by the Mis­ 
souri 
Experiment 
station 
have 
shown that the plowing of wheat 
ground iii July and early August 
makes larger yields than the Sep­ 
tember plowing does. 
Early plowing has the disadvan­ 
tage of having to be done in tile 
hottest 
weather 
and 
on 
rolling 
ground it may cause w ashing in wet 
weather. 
However, soil erosion is 
not usually serious in July and Aug­ 
ust, but on the other hand early 
plowing eliminates most weeds and 
saves moisture. 
The weeds use up 
much plant food if allowed to grow' 
and draw heavily on the soil mois­ 
ture. 
If plowed in July the land 
settles, plant 
food 
is 
saved, the 
roots in the soil rot and the land is 
much easier prepared in the fall. 
' Certainly, every farmer is rushed 
at this season, but since the mar­ 
gin between profit and loss is so 
small in wheat growing, early plow­ 
ing should certainly be done where 
it is at all possible.

The people of Helgoland have sent 
a petition to the League of Nations 
asking foq a neutralization of 
the 
islands under protection 
of

league or 
re-annexation 
to Great 
Britain. 
They express high hopes 
that the September meeting of the 
league will relieve them of 
Ger­ 
man control, which natives of Hel­ 
goland born under

British 
flag d eclare to be highly oftensive

agreement

which England ceded the island to 
Germany in 1890 in exchange

Asuncion, Paraguay, 
July 26.— 
Paraguay is expected 
to 
become 
the home of many Mennonites from 
the United States, Canada and oth­ 
er parts of the world, as a result of 
approval yesterday by the Chamber 
of Deputies of a bill granting con­ 
cessions of 5000 square miles 
for 
land colonization in Paraguay and 
Chaco. 
The bill, which had passed 
the senate, grants immunity from 
military service lo the sect. 
Privilege also is 
given 
for the 
Mennonites to practice the tenet* 
of their religion. 
They will have 
a trustee form of government and’ 
may etsablish schools teaching the 
German tongue. 
They can import 
agricultural implements, duty I rec 
or ten years. 
Alcoholic bexerages 
are prohibited within the colony. 
Mennonite delegates who sought 
the concessions told President Gon- 
dra that from 4000 to 5000 Menno­ 
nites were preparing to 
emigrate 
to Paraguay 
from 
the 
United 
States, Canada and Russia upon the 
bill’s enactment.

president 
recommended granting the conces­ 
sions as helping to solve the prob­ 
lem of populating Paraguay’s vast 
stretches of uninhabited but fertile 
territory.
